Although Sheriff James I. Lowry 
asserted that he had ordered neither 


raids nor arrests, his deputies were 
busy visiting beer dealers Wednesday 
afternoon, directing them to go to the 
courthouse and post $100 to answer 
charges of bone dry law violations to 
be placed against them in the criminal 
court of Atlanta as soon as it is de- 
termined that the beer obtained at 
their places is of aleoholic content. 

In all, 11 dealers and one truck 
driver were notified during the day 
to post bond. 

It was impossible to learn at the 
Fulton tower ednesday under 
whose authority the raids on beer 
dealers were conducted. On Tues- 
day, following the Christian Coun- 
eil’s attack on the beer legalization 
ordinance and its sponsors, Sheriff 
Lowry announced that he was g0- 
ing to raid every seller of the bev- 
erage in the city, but later in the 
day he became rather indefinite about 
his plans. On Wednesday when the 
first of those “arrested” went to his 
office he professed to be extremely 
surprised that any raids had been 
made by his deputies. The raids were 
made, however, from information 
gathered at the city hall by Deputy 
Sheriff A. C. Peacock, who serves as 


part-time pastor of a church in the | vy

that he was acting on orders of 
Lowry.

sheriff's force was serving notices of 
arrests, scores of businessmen who 
had obtained the city license to sell 
beer and who had proudly advertised 
it in the windows of their establish- 
ments began disposing of their supply 
of beer immediately and just as hur- 
riedly removed the advertisements. 
Some continued to sell the brew but 
for the most part the sale was halted. 

The Southern Grocery Stores, Inc., 
operators of the Rogérs stores, and Ja- 
cobs’ Pharmacy were among the first 
to halt the sale of beer in their stores, 
but two cases were made against Rog- 
ers when deputies encountered trucks 
removing the beer from the retail 
stores to the company’s warehouses.

HARVEY SENTENCE 
IS GUT 100 YEARS 


Notorious Bandit Will Go 
Free November 1, 1934. 
Mrs. Justice Commuted. 


Governor Eugene .Talmadge Wed- 
nesday lopped 100 years off the 105- 
year term of Leland Harvey, notorious 
escape artist, and commuted to present 
service the life sentence imposed 10 
years ago on Mrs. Qilie Justice, slay- 
er of her former @Weetheatt, DeWitt | 
Turner. 

The governor reduced Harvey’s term 
by pardoning him of five crimes for 
which he was sentenced to serve 20 
years each. Prison records show that 
Harvey will complete what remains 
of his term on November 1, 1934. 

The chief executive announced his 
decision of Harvey’s case after a hear- 
ing which was attended by only four 
persons, all of whom favored reduc- 
tion in sentence, There was no oppo- 
sition to the governor’s plan which 
was indicated last week when he set 
the case for a hearing. 

W. A. McClellan Jr. and Albert 
Faucett, young Macon lawyers, who 
have known Harvey since his boy- 
hood, and Harry Strozier, prominent 
acon attorney, appeared before the 
governor to recommend clemency, as 
did Professor J. R. Mozeley, editor, 
teacher and evangelist, of Macon. 

The records show that in addition 
to the five terms from which Har- 
vey was pardoned he also is serv- 
ing a five-year sentence from Ful- 
ton county and another five-year term 
from Bibb county. The second term 
is the one which he will complete next 
year. 

The governor also announced that 
he would urge the prison commission 
to have Harvey released from soli- 
tary confinement, where he was 
placed after his many escapes, and be

DIRECTED VERDICT 
ADQUITS MOONEY 
ON OLD GhARGE 


Result Does Not Affect 
Present Life Sentence 
But Is Believed To Im- 
prove Pardon Chance. 


SAN FRANCISOO, May 24.—(f) 
A directed verdict of acquittal abrupt- 
ty ended Thomas J. Mooney’s new 
murder trial here today on. the long 
dormant 1916 Preparedness Day bomb- 
ing indictment to which he has looked 


as a weapon in his fight for vindi- 
cation, 

Mooney, who previously had an- 
nounced he would immediately ask 
Governor James Rolph Jr. to pardon 
him, was whisked out of the courtroom 
and back to San Quentin prison, 
where he is serving a life sentence on 
a conviction of a like charge. 

“TI am very happy,” said Mooney 
as handcuffs were applied to his 
wrists, “in spite of the fact that I 
could not verbally deny my guilt.” ; 

Personally taking charge of his 
own defense in the dramatic moment 
when the prosecution had moved for 
the directed verdict of acquittal and 
it was beginning to become apparent 
that the case would end without the 
presentation of evidence, Mooney 
pleaded earnestly but in vain with 
Superior Judge Louis H. Ward for 
a full-fledged trial. 

ooney Pleads Case. 

After intimating he had no alterna- 
tive but to direct an acquittal under 
the circumstances, Judge Ward with- 
held the instructions to the jury while 
Mooney pleaded on and while William 
Murphy, assistant district attorney, 
argued that the state had no case and 
could- not prosecute. It was 12:36 
p. m. when Judge Ward turned to 


The jury retired to deliberate, but 
it was only a formality. Two minutes 


verdict as prepared, and was dis- 
charged. 

Mooney now stands convicted in the 
eyes of the law on one murder charge 
and acquitted of another. Ten persons 
were killed in the bombing. What the 
next move of the defense would be 
aside from asking a pardon was not 
immediately apparent. Legal authori- 
ties said the directed acquittal would 
not affect his status on the previous 
conviction. 

Confer With Mooney. 

Frank P, Walsh and Leo A. Gal- 
lagher, his attorneys, went to San 
Quentin immediately, expecting to 
confer with him and map out a fu- 
ture course of action. Previously they 
had said the preseht case would be 
used as a basis for a pardon plea fo 
Governor Rolph. 

Mrs. Mary Mooney, 83-year-old 
mother of the prisoner, expressed 
pleasure at the verdict of acquittal. 

“Tt am very happy,” she said. “This 
is another step. Tom is going back to 
San Quentin, but I do not think he 
will be there much longer.”

Insurance Companies 


May Get R. F. C. Loans 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(P)—A 
new $50,000,000 fund intended to pro- 
tect the holders of 60,000,000 insur- 
ance policies by preventing a lack 
of confidence in American companies 
was approved today by the house. 

The roll call vote of 202 to 137 
came after five hours of dispute over 
whether future Reconstruction Cor- 
poration business loans should be 
limited to companies of all kinds that 
agreed to pay salaries of not more 
than $17,500 a year. 

The house voted seven times on 
that question—three times directly 
and four times indirectly—and each 
time enough votes were mustered to 
defeat advocates of the flat limita- 
tion. Instead, the new bill authorizes 
the Reconstruction Corporation to de- 


termine that the salaries are “rea- 
sonable” before it makes loans. 


Business Scores More Gains 
As Strong Tone Is Maintained 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—P))— 
The federal reserve board, in a pre- 


liminary review of economic condi- 
tions throughout the country, today 
reported that business improvement 
which started in April, continued dur-’ 
ing the first three weeks of May, with 
wholesale prices of many leading com- 
modities also advancing. 

The board found that the improve- 

ment was particularly noticed in the 
latter part of April and the early part 
of May. Following the imposition of 
the embargo on gold, it added, the ex- 
c value the dollar declined 
and on May 20 was 87 per cent of its 
gold parity. 
The volume of industrial 
tion, as measured by the board’s sea- 
sonally adjusted index, increased from 
60 per cent of the 1923-1925 average 
in March to 67 per cent in April as 
compared’ with 63 per cent-a year ago 
and a low of 58 per cent last July. 
Activity at steel mills was reported 
increased from 15 per cent of capac- 
ity in March to 25 per cent in April, 
with a further increase in the

The increased activity in the steel 
industry was listed as reflecting in- 
creased demand from automobile pro- 
ducers and miscellaneous sources 
while demand from the railroad and 
construction industries* continued at 


low levels. At textile mills and shoe 
factories production increased consid- 
erably while the output of petroleum, 
declined in the middle of April, in- 
creased later to a higher Bee 9 

The volume of factory employment 
pay rolls also showed an increase be- 
tween the middle of March and the

The board said that freight traffic, 
which was at a low level in March, 
increased during April and May by 
the seasonal amount, re- 
flecting large increases in shipments 
of miscellaneous products, grains and 
live stock.

Theasie Streamlined Trains 
Will Bring Speed, Economy 


Equipment, Powered to Travel 110 Miles An 


Hour, Designed 


to Slash Costs, 


Ordered by Union Pacific. 


NEW YORK, May 24.—(#)—An‘ 
order for the first of a new type of 
light weight, streamlined passenger 
traing capable of traveling 110 miles 
an hour was placed with the Pullman 
Car Manufacturing Company today 
by the Union Pacific railroad. 

Only daylight runs of the three-car 
train, which officials said would be 
an answer to bus and airplane com- 
petition, will be made at first, but 
sleeping equipment has been designed 
for future use. 

The train, to cost about $200,000, 
will be powered by a horsepower 
internal combustion engine using non- 
explosive fuel. It will be built of 
stainless steel or aluminum alloys, and 
will weight a maximum of 80 tons. 

One truck will be used between 
each two cars. Railroad officials said 
this plan would reduce the mainte- 
nance cost, save weight and improve 
riding quality. 

The coaches will be tubular, with 
headlight and bells recessed. The win- 
dows of shatter-proof glass, which will 


.| be kept sealed, will be flush with the 


poutside. Forced ventilation will regu- 
late the te .perature and filter’ the 
air. 

This innovation, it is said, was in? 
spired by criticism of present facili- 
ties recently made by the national 
transportation committee. It is being 
designed with a view to demonstrating 
that the railroads can get their lost 
business. 

W. A. Harriman, chairman of the 
Union Pacific, said the first train is 
scheduled for delivery in six months 
and will be operated on special] runs 
between larger cities on the road. 


_ The first car will contain the en- 
gine, railway postoffice, and baggage 
room. The second will be a coach 

ting 60 passengers, and the third 
will seat 56 passengers and also will 
contain a buffet. 

_ “Computations indicate,” said Har- 
riman, “that.proper streamlining will 
reduce the power requirements at 100 
miles an hour more than one-half as 
compared with the ordinary shaped 
railway vehicle.”

The Roosevelt administration today 


gave a shoulder push to the movement 
or repeal, with Postmaster-General 
Farley declaring that unless the eight- 
eenth amendment is written off the 
books every income tax payer will 
have to hand the government $6 to 
$10 out of every $100 he earns this 
year. 

A short while before Farley spoke, 
Jouett Shouse, president of the As- 
sociation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, issued a statemevt on 
New York’s prohibition referendum, 
declaring that “not even the most ar- 
dent advocate of repeal” could have 
expected such an “overwhelming vote.” 

Tabulators in the Empire - State 
were busy, meanwhile, in counting up 
a total of 2,000,000 votes for repeal 
and 250,000 against, with some of the 
metropolitan districts showing not a 
single dry vote. 

In the matter of increased taxes, 
word came directly from the White 
House early in the day that President 
Roosevelt intends automatically to 
end the far-reaching new levies now 
under consideration in the house as 
nm the eighteenth amendment is

_Farley’s words today came during 2 
on of a disclosure made last 
ht that the full weight of the ad- 
ministration would be thrown behind 
he movement to ratify the prohibi- 
tion repeal amendment through the 
writing of letters to democratic work- 
ers throughout the nation, urging 
such a step. 

The postmaster-general, who is 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee and chief dispenser of 
patronage, pointed out today that un- 
der the ge blic. works-indus- 
trial control bills income taxes would 
be boosted from 4 to 6 per cent. on 
incomes up to $4,000 and from 8 to 
0 per cent on all above $4,000. 

He estimated that the increases 
would affect from 4,000,000 to 6,900,- 
000 taxpayers this year. 

Farley said that his plan announced 
last night of sending letters to every 
democratic worker in the country, 
urging them to work for repeal, would 
be followed as the time came in each 
state to elect delegates to the state 
conventions, 

He said this plan had been used in 
New York state with the result over- 
whelmingly in favor of removing the 
amendment. 

Farley's letters are expected to ex- 
plain the vote in states which have 
already cast ballots in favor of end- 
ing the eighteenth amendment and 
possibly to point out that repeal would 
permit the levying of taxes on produc- 
tion of distilled liquors which would 
obyiate any increase in income tax 
rates over those in effect for the 1932 
calendar year.

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‘OF AID FOR CITIES 


Protest to Congress Will 
Present Picture of Mu- 
nicipal Plight. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(/)— 
More than 40 mayors of large cities 
voted late tonight te present to con- 
gressional leaders a description couch- 
ed in bristling terms of the plight of 
American municipalities. 

Discouraged and angry at what 
they called a cool reception by l’resi- 
dent Koosevelt of their proposal for 
relief of financially distressed cities, 
the delegates to the conference of 
mayors instructed their executive com- 
mittee to prepare a strongly worded 
resolution for presentation to admin- 
istration ‘and congressional chieftains 
tomorrow. 

Earlier in the day the mayors 
adopted a resolution indorsing a pend- 
ing bill to expand the bankruptcy 
act to insolvent cities: and recom- 
mend: ~ legislation authorizing the 
Federal Reserve bank or the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
make loans to municipalities upon tax 


Specifically, the mayors seek to bor- 
row from the national treasury at a 
low interest rate up to 75 per cent 
on tax anticipation warrants for 1933 
and up to 50 per cent of tax delin- 
quencies up to 1932, the loans to be 
repaid in two years. 4 

Mayor James M. Curley, of Boston, 
president of the conference, and other 
executives expressed belief that unless 
such assistance was forthcoming the 
cities could no longer function. 

A second resolution offered by May- 
or Ray Miller, of Cleveland, adopted 
by a one-vote margin, favored federal 
loans to states and cities for finane- 
ing projects under President Roose- 
velt’s public works program. 

“Otherwise,” Miller said, ‘‘the cities 
of Ohio will be unable to participate 
in President Roosevelt's public works 
program to relieve unemployment and 
restore prosperity.” 

The resolutions adopted by the con- 
ference were presented to the presi- 
dent by a committee comprising May- 
ors Curley, Hoan, of Milwaukee; 
Walmsley, of New Orleans; Sparks, 
of Akron; Holbombe, of Houston, and 
Lawrence J. Fenlon, representing 
Mayor Kelly, of Chieago. The men 
said President Roosevelt was favor- 
ably inclined to the bankruptcy bill, 
but was unable to give his approval 
to the other recommendations. 

Their report brought a motion to 
present in unmistakable terms the 
opinion of the assembled mayors that 
the crisis confronting the larger mu- 
nicipalities endangered the entire eco- 
nomic structure of the nation.

WAKING UP! 
Announcement by the Union Pa- 
cific railroad that it has placed an 
order for the construction of a new- 
type, high-speed passenger train 
marks the recognition by that great 
system of the inevitable and radical 
changes in rail transportation which 
must be effected if the railroads of 
the United States are to survive the 
competition they now face. 

To meet the modern-day demand 
for speed and comfortable transpor- 
tation, the new train will be con- 
structed of aluminum alloys and its 
motor engine, because of its hight 
weight, will be able to draw it at 
a maximum speed of 110 miles per 
hour. 

The three-car train, consisting of 
an engine, mail and baggage car, a 
60-passenger coach and a 56-pas- 
senger coach and buffet, will have 
a total weight of 160,000 pounds, 
about 20,000 pounds less than that 
of the average passenger coach now 
in use. . 

The new train will contain no 
Pullman sleepers, but that company 
is now building lightweight sleepers 
for night travel. 

The new-style 
weigh only 96,000 pounds—not 
half the wéight of the steel Pull- 
mans now in use. 

The aluminum, high-speed trains 
will not only enable the railroads 
transportation more in 
travel

to offer 
keeping with modern 
quirements, but will effect sweep- 
ing savings in operation expenses 
and in wear and tear on tracks. 
They undoubtedly offer the one 
certain way in which the railroads 


re- 


can successfully meet the compe- 
tition of air and highway, and the 
amazing feature of the situation is 
the slowness of the railway exec- 
utives of America to realize that 
the development of this type of rail 
transportation is an inevitable step 
to the future prosperity of their in- 
dustry. “ 

Trains of the type ordered by 
the Union Pacific have been in suc- 
cessful operation in Germany for 
months. They operate on schedules 
calling for a regular speed of 96 
miles an hour. 

The necessity for revolutionary 
changes in rail transport methods 
and equipment was emphasized in 
the recent report of the National 
Transportation Committee. Citing 
the need for lighter equipment and 
increased speed to offset highway 
competition, the committee’s report 
said: 


It cannot be fairly said that rail- 
road advance in applied science 
abreast of that in other industrial 
fields. For example, the improve- 
ments in Germany with a stream- 
lined Diesel and electric trains of 
very light tonnage, maintaining sched- 
ules of 96 miles per hour to offset 
motor transport, has no counterpart 
here. The committee has not found 
it practicable to make exhaustive 
studies on this subject, but offers the 
suggestion that the interstate com- 
merce commission authorize, and the 
railroads set up, one or more cen- 
tral research and engineering organi- 
gations to which all railroads in cer- 
tain groups shall contribute—their 
products to be available to all con- 
tributors. 

The railroads have been the last 
to wake up to the widespread real- 
ization that the days of old-time 
railroading are past forever and

A HEARTY FAREWELL TO

Though in my youth I never did 
apply hot and rebellious liquors in 
my blood, I always found it irksome 
to apply a pomade to my scalp for 
the control of dandruff without get- 
ting my hair all messed with the 
But by devoting myself dili- 
gently to the problem I discovered the 
solution at last: Don’t have so much 
hair. This also makes the shampoo 
a less onerous task. 
From the fearful and wonderful 
names we doctors give it you might 
imagine we know a lot about dan- 
druff. For instance, it is pityriasis 
steatoides on Mondays and Fridays, 
seborrhea oleosa by the week-end. 
and seborrhea sicca on Sundays and 
holidays. 
The most satisfactory nxemedy for 
dandruff is sulphur regularly and per- 
sistently applied, best in a pomade. 
One good formula for a pomenade is: 
Precipitated sulphur .. 1 dram 
Soap 10 grains 
Lanolin, glycerin 

rose water, equal 

parts to make.... 1 ounce 
Another tried and true formula for 
dandruff promade is: 
Salicylic acid ......... 20 grains 
Precipitated sulphur .. 1 dram 
Cold cream 1 ounce 
The pomade will be perfectly 
smooth if properly made, and no 
particle of sulphur can be felt in it. 
Part the hair, rub a wee bit of the 
pomade in with the finger tips, and 
then part the hair at another place 
and repeat. In this way it is suffi- 
cient to cover about one-four of the 
scalp each night. Apply the pomade 
faithfully each evening. One night a 
week instead of the pomade take a 
shampoo. Then a second week of 
treatment. Continue for from three 
to six weeks, and you will have the 
dandruff stopped. 


anyhow. Once you have gained con- 
trol of it, an occasional application 
of the pomade for a night or two will 
keep it controlled. 
Less effective than the sulphur 
pomade treatment and less arduous 
to use, is a lotion of 10 grains of 
resorcin and 10 grains of salicylic 
acid to the ounce of toilet water. To 
this a few drops of castor oil may 
be added, to prevent excessive dry- 
ness of hair and scalp. Apply a small 
quantity of the lotion to the scalp 
occasionally, every day at first, not 
so often later. No harm if it gets on 
the hair. But persons with very blond 
or gray hair should know that the 
resorcin stains the hair reddish or 
brownish sometimes. 
How often should the scalp be 
washed? In some cases, where the 
scalp is very oily, a daily shampoo is 
advisable. In most cases once a week 
is often enough. There is no hygienic 
objection to washing the hair as often 
as you wish. If the hair is too dry 
and finuffy after a shampoo, apply a 
few drops of any pure oil to the scalp, 
such as fresh castor oi], or olive oil, 
or petrolatum (mineral oil). Use only 
in soap. for the shampoo, and 
rinse the hair repeatedly to remove all

With Stock Offer 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(P)— 
Here is the letter addressed by J. P. 
Morgan & Company to William H. 
Woodin on February 1, 1929, four 
years before he became secretary of 
the treasury, offering him a partici- 
pation in an issue of common stock 
of the Alleghany Corporation: 

“My dear Mr. Woodin: 

“You may have seen in the papers 
that we have recently made a public 
offering of $35,000,000 Alleghany 
Corporation 15-year collateral trust 
convertible 5 per cent bonds which 
went off very well. 

“In this connection the Guaranty 
Company offered today $25,000,000 of 
Alleghany Corporation cumulative 


5 1-2 per cent preferred stock. There 


was also a strong demand for this 
stock. 

“The Guaranty Company also sold, 
privately, some of the common stock 
at $24 a share. 

“We have kept for our own invest- 
ment some of the common stock at a 
cost of $20 a share, and, although we 


are making no offering of this stock, 


as it is not the class of security we 
wish to offer publicly, we are asking 
some of our close friends if they 


would like some of this stock at the 
same price it is costing us, namely, 


$20 a share. 

“T believe that the stock is selling 
in the market around $35 to $37 a 
share, which means very little ex- 
cept that people wish to speculate. 

“We are reserving for you 1,000 
shares at $20 a share if you would 
like to have it. 

“There are no strings attached to 
this stock so you can sell it whenever 
you wish. : 

“For further information regarding 
this corporation, I am enclosing cir- 
cular covering the bond issue, 

“We just want you to know that 
we are thinking of you in this con- 
nection and thought you might like 


to have a little of the stock at the 
same price we are paying for it. 


“T am sending this to your office 
as I understand that you are now 
on your way through the Panama 
Canal, but this can wait until you 
return, 

“Hoping you are having a pleasant 
trip and with best regards, 

“Sincerely yours,” 

The photostatic copy of the letter 
bore no signature, but initials on the 
copy were identified by Pecora as 
those of William Ewing, a partner, 

No copy of a reply from Woodin 
was placed in the record, but a second 
letter addressed to Woodin by Mor- 
gan & Company on February 25, 
read : 

*Dear Sir: 

“We acknowledge with thanks the 
receipt of your check to our order for 
$20,033.33 in payment for 1,000 
shares of Alleghany Corporation com- 
mon stock (no par value) at $20 per 
share plus interest from February 15 
to date. 

“We have deposited in your account 
the above stock in temporary form, 
registered in our nominee’s name.”

Further, it was shown during the

Morgan shared the limelight today 
with Whitney, who seems to be the 
67-year-old financier’s main reliance 
in matters concerning the far-reaching 
business of the big banking house. 

Close Relation. 

The close relation between the house 
of Morgan and the stock market was 
revealed today, as another skein ~ in 
the huge financial web that Pecora 
is seeking to weave for the enlighten- 
ment of congress and the American 
people. 

Morgan has a seat on the New York 
Stock Exchange, which the tall finan- 
cier smilingly said he never used. So 
has his son. The firm deals through 
32 different brokerage and bond 
houses. It also holds a membership 
on the Boston Stock Exchange, two 
on the Philadelphia Exchange, one on 
the Philadelphia Bourse, and one on 
the Philadelphia Commercial Ex- 
change, 

How it operates on occasion to. as- 
sist its “friends” was clearly shown 
in the Alleghany Corporation trans- 
action. This corporation, a holding 
company for the Van Sweringen rail- 
roads, issued 3,500,000 shares of com- 
mon stock on February 1, 1929, of 
which Morgan & Co. bought 1,250,000 
shares at $20 a share. Morgan, him- 
self, took 175,000 shares, other part- 
ners bought some. and the rest was 
distributed to the “friends.” 

Pecora submitted a photostatic copy 
of the letter to Woodin as a sample 
of the “opportunity” which “Morgan 
and Company was offering. Whitney 
said other letters followed this in gen- 
eral form. The photostatic copy, 
passed around among committee mem- 
bers, was studied very closely by 
Senator James F. Byrnes, democrat, 
South Carolina, one of President 
Roosevelt’s close advisers. 

The letter to the present secretary 
of treasury, signed by William Ew- 
ing, one of the partners, said “we are 
asking some of our close friends if 
they would like some of this stock at 
the same price it is costing us, name- 
ly, $20 a share.

Lists of Preferred Buyers 
| Of Morgan-Backed Stock 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(P)— 
Lists of favored J. P. Morgan clients 
submitted today in the senate’s in- 
vestigation of the powerful -banking 
firm included many of the country’s 
best known citizens, among them Sec- 
retary William H. Woodin, Senator 
William Gibbs McAdoo and Justice 
Owen J. Roberts of the supreme court. 

They were given an opportunity to 
buy stock in the Allegheny Corpora- 
tion in February, 1929, before any of 
those named above were in their pres- 
ent office, for $20 a share when it 
was said to he selling elsewhere for 
$35 to $37. According to the evidence 
subnaitted, they took advantage of the 
chance and bought. .

Under questioning of Henry Breck- 
enridge, committee counsel, Wiley 
said air pressure the night of the 
storm, April’ 4, would have been suf- 
ficient to bring about such a differ- 
ence. 

“Did you have an altitude sounding 
device?” -Breckenridge asked. - 

“Yes, sir, but it was accurate only 
within 50 to 100 feet.” 

Wiley said, however, he felt the al- 
titude of the ship was sufficient to 
normally insure its safety.

Tho rnton 8,500 shares of Anacondsx 
stock in order to show a loss on his 
income tax return. 

Daniel T, Bergin, office manager of 
Harnsblower & Weeks, testified about 
the transaction between Mitchell and 
Thornton. 

By records and testimony the jury 
was told that Thornten, borrowing 
money from the firm of J. P. Morgan, 
bought from Mitchell on December 
26, 1930, i shares of Anaconda 
for $229 

For “er time being the Morgans, 
who already held the stock against a 
loan made to Mitchell in 1929, re- 
tained the 8,500 shares together with 

500 more as collateral for the loan 
to Thornton. 

On May 4, 1931, the records showed 
Mitchell, through the Hornblower & 
Weeks brokerage firm, bought the 
stock back for $200,000, which he bor- 
rowed from the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany.. Three days later the 8,500 
shares,. plus the additional 2,500 
shares, were delivered to the trust 
company to be held as collateral for 
Mitchell's loan there, 

“Do these records indieate,” Me- 
dalie anquired, “the 2.500 shares were 
transferred to Mr. Mitchell without, 
charging to Mrs. Mitchell?”

Dear Miss Chatfield: I hold a very 
good position, but my social life 
amounts to nothing. 1 am 24 years 
old, so you see social life to me 
means men.

Somehow I never have an opportunity 
to meet men, though I have tried to 
devise ways and means to meet them.

Answer: There are two ways of 
going after what we want in this 
world; one is the direct method of

od. Those following the first course 
take no account of lies along 
the way and those following the 
second method enjoy and ufilize 
every experience that they have, 
though they never lose sight of the 
ultimate goal, no matter how cir- 
cuitous the route toward it may be. 


In spite of the fact that women 
have made such strides and progressed 
so far in business, professions and 
politics, they are just where they were 
many generations ago in matters so0- 
cial. They must still sit back and 
wait to be sought out by the men or, 
if they are too impatient to do this, 
they are compelled to do their recon- 
noitering and deploying under cover. 
Otherwise (they know this, if they are 
clever) the aggressive males will brand 
them as aggressive females, a class 
men despise and run from. 


So it comes about that a girl must 
employ a little guile in seeking to 
find that social life which to her 
means—men. She should make friends 
with the people in the office where 
she works, with the people in the 
home where she boards. She should 
join some organization that will widen 
her acquaintance, and give her an 
opportunity to serve her community 
as well as her own selfish interests.

Every church worthy of the name 
has a social program for its young 
people that includes mixed gatherings 
held for the purpose of drawing them 
together under auspicious conditions, 
Any forward looking church recog- 
nizes this natural desire of young men 
and women to meet each other so- 
cially and it recognizes, too, that 
young business women away from 
home have scant opportunity to make 
suitable acquaintances, 


But understand the church 
doesn’t run a marriage bureau. It 
doesn’t exist for the purpose of 
helping a young woman to catch 
beaux. It has a much higher mis- 
sion and only those that are will- 
ing to support it are entitled to 
enjoy its benefits. Most city 
churches have organizations for its 
business women and while these or- 
ganizations are for women exclu- 
sively every new acquaintance con-

Nancy was having the best time 
making a small trinket or cigaret 
box and a lamp shade to match. She 
wanted to use them in a room at the 
summer cottage. 

First, she found a small, well-made 
wooden box. She covered the top 
with a layer of Canton flannel. 

The sides and bottom were left un- 
padded. 

Old-fashioned print calico in yellow 
and red was used to cover the box 
outside. The inside was lacquered or 
enameled yellow. The only trimming 
was ball fringe in red. 

Instead of putti it on in the 
usual fashion with the straight edge 
at top and.the edge from which de- 
pended the balls at the bottom she 
reversed it. Thie allowed the balls 
to fall down over the band of tape and 
gave the effect of a more substantial 
trimming. Often the narrow. twisted 


threads which hold the balls to the 
tape look weak and insignificant when 
shown up against a strong material 
such as this calico. 

The lamp shade used the ball fringe 
in the same fashion. The effect at 
the top and bottom of shade was real- 
ly very good.

Rubber Duplicate Contract 


BY ELY CULBERTSON,

England, with its traditional con- 


servatism, was slow to adopt Dupli- 
cate Bridge. In fact, while Duplicate 
Auction was a very popular game in 
the United States, it never attained 
any degree of popularity whatever in 
the British Isles. However, since the 
International Matches of 1930, Dupli- 
cate has. attained a strong foothold 
in England, but England wants its 
Duplicate game to bear a very close 
resemblance to Rubber Bridge. Hence 
in a number of interclub matches, 
Rubber Duplicate has been played in 
London, the participants being mem- 
bers of the big London clubs and the 
scene of their battles being the famed 
Portland Club, long the Valhalla of | 
British Whist and British Bridg®. 

I am indebted to M. O. Sale for 
the following description of the meth- 
ods of play at Duplicate Contract 
with Rubber scoring: 

Two tables are the ideal number 
for Rubber Duplicate. Let us imagine 
that a team-of-four women is play- 
ing a team-of-four men. (A bit harsh 
on the gents, but never mind.) One

As soon as the first deal is over, 
the board goes to Room 2, where 
the victims sit North and South, and 
Dealer again is South, the spell-bind- 
er with the signet ring, the fit of 
nerves, and the walrus moustache. 
After that, the boards will flow in 
the same order from Room 1 to Room 
2, the deal going clockwise around 
the table, of course, till all the boards 
are finished. The procedure can then 
be reversed, if we have time, Room 
2 dealing and sending the flow of 
boards back to Room 1. Opponents 
can be exchanged too, at half time, 
if any lady is“sick-.of the sight of 
her own husband. 

It is not quite like straight Du- 
plicate, because from the first deal 
things may go quite differently in 
the two rooms, one North and South 
pair, for instance, making game and 
becoming vulnerable, while the other 
North and South pair fails. But at 
the same time, each table receives 
exactly the same cards in the same 
order, and it is up to the players to 
make what they can of them. 

As a matter of fact, experience 
teaches us that even in straight Du- 
plicate, a short match proves noth- 
ing, luck cannot be eliminated, and 
some extraordinary results can be ob- 
tained, I venture to think that a ‘series 
of 12 matches at Rubber Duplicate 
would not pan out so very differently 
from 12 matches at straight Dupli- 
cate, except that the former would 
slightly favor those whose forte is, 
flair, whereas the latter would be ad- 
vantageous to the more rigid type of 
performer with a keen sense of mathe- 
matics. 

Naturally, the technique of Rubber 
Duplicate is a blend of straight Du- 
plicate and ordinary Contract. How 
much of one or the other depends on 
the length of the run of boards play- 
ed. The secret of successful straight 
Duplicate play, on the other hand, 
lies in pever forgetting that each 
board is an absolutely self-contained 
unit, and that there is no chance for 
the ecards to forgive. 

If you take a set at straight Du- 
plicate which costs more than the 
sacrifice was worth, those particular 
points are lost. forever: you cannot 
get them back again. On the other 
hand, if you lose 1,000 on the first 
deal in an ordinary game of Con- 
tract, you may quite easily get it back 
again before the rubber is over. Most

Of course, more than two tables 
can be played at Rubber Duplicate, 
but a certain waste of time is en- 
tailed because the first table must bé 
started first, and then the second and

It would be feasible to’ start four 
tables goiug simultaneously and then 
exchange boards four times, but then 
the boards would naturally not come 
in the same order to the different ta- 
bles and the match would be less like 
straight Dupliate and less of a gen- 
uine test than ever.

put te work Secothed with other con- 
victs. During a recent visit to the 
prison, Governor Talmadge obtained 
from Harvey a pledge that he would 
make no further attempts to escape 
if his term was cut and he was treat- 
ed as other prisoners. 

Superintendent B. H. ‘Dunaway, of 
the prison farm, and Warden W 
Proctor were among fthose recom- 
mending clemency for Harvey. 

There was no opposition to the - 
tition for clemeney presented on be- 
half of Mrs, Justice -by her attorney, 
Murphy M. Holloway. The woman 
has served almost ten years. She shot 
and killed Turner in a motor car on 
Pryor street in August, 1923. The 
prosecution sought to prove at her 
trial that she killed him because he 
broke off his relations with her, but 
in her statement to the jury the wom- 
an claimed that the shooting was ac- 
cidental, 

The governor, who on Tuesday re- 
vealed that he is having investiga- 
tions made of other prisoners with a 
view toward dealing with their cases, 
denied published reports that the 
cases are being investigated by 
Charles E. Stewart, former representa- 
tive from Coffee county, and one of 
Mr. Talmadge’s closest personal and 
political friends. 

The governor refused to divulge the 
name of his investigator, although he 
did say that Mr. Stewart has been 
engaged in making other inquiries for 
him in connection with governmental 
operations.

Senator Johnson, republican, of Cal- 
ifornia, long a colleague of former 
Senator Shortridge, who had obtained 
Louderback’s appointment, did nvt 
take part in any of the impeachment 
proceedings.

fifth counts and for acquittal on the 
third. Otber senators likewise switch- 
ed around. 

The senators voted after debating 
the charges behind closed doors for 
nearly two hours on the conclusion of 
arguments <f the prosecution and de- 
fense counse 

Returning to open session, they 
heard the charges read one by one, 
voting on each as read without fur- 
ther debate, and expressing themselves 
for “guilty” or “not guilty” instead 
of the customary “aye” and “no” vote. 

Garner Announces Verdict. 

After each ballot Vice President 
Garner announced the senate had fail- 
ed to find “the respondent, Harold 
Louderback,” guilty by the necessary 
two-thirds and that he was acquitted 
on that article of impeachment. 

When the last one had been decided, 
the vice president announced that the 
senate had tried “Harold Louderback 
on the five several articles of im- 
peachment and two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present not having found him 
guilty.” he was “ordered and ad- 
judged” acquitted. Conviction on any 
one count would have removed him 
from office. 

While several senators walked over 
to congratulate Louderback, who 
smiled to them, the senate’s session 
as a court of impeachment was ad- 
journed sine die. 

Louderback and his counsel walked 
from the floor of the chamber into a 
lobby.
